A May ist it will be an enemies 
for a new driver to be at the wheel 
of a motor vehicle in Great Britain unless 
he has passed the Ministry of Transport’s 
driving test. The system of testing new 
drivers comes into operation on April 1st, 
but a month’s grace, it is understood, is 
to be persnitied before prosecutions com- 
mence, 
_ For twenty years motorists and motor- 
ing organisations have resisted the in- 
stitution of such a regulation, but now 
Mr. Hore-Belisha has beaten them. The 
British Minister is determined to reduce 
the number of accidents, and there is no 
use in English motorists feeling “ sore ” 
with him; he did not. make this new 
regulation without serious thought. 

The number of new drivers involved in 
accidents is very small, but that argument 
has been put aside. The Free State au- 
thorities have shown no sign of wanting 
to test new drivers. Soon they should 
have British data to guide them in case 
they do feel like experimenting. 

It is estimated that approximately 
500,000 new drivers are licensed every 
year in England, and the view is expressed 
by a motoring organisation that proper 
instruction will be necessary for all of 
them so that they can pass the Ministry’s 
examination.

Accident’ Reports 


ROM time to time the Jrish Times has 
published road accident analysis 
supplied by the Civic Guards, who go to a 
great deal of trouble in ascertaining the 
causes of each accident in tl.. Free State, 
and the types of persons involved. 

In England a similar—or perhaps more 
detailed—analysis is to be made, though 
whether the results will be available for 
publication is not stated. Mr. Hore 
Belisha has instructed police officers to 
supply his department with reports on 
each fatal accident in their respective 
areas, He has asked for the following in- 
formation :— 

Time, place and nature of each acci- 
dent; character, width and condition of 
road. 

Type of vehicle involved; age and sex 
of driver. 

In case of estrians, their movements 
immediately before the accident. 

Causes to which accidents are attri- 
buted, wholly or in part; conduct of 
drivers, cyclists and pedestrians con- 
cerned. 

Whether fatality occurred at marked 
pedestrian crossing, and if driver or 
cyclist involved failed to stop. 

Whether accident occurred within §0 
yards of a crossing, subway or refuge; 
particulars of speed limit (if any). 

Particulars will also be given of the 
horse-power and age of private motor 
vehicles. 


Pedestrian Crossings

three rules bearing upon reliability trials.

It was pointed out that in the modern 
trial a tremendous advantage is enjoyed 
by the rider whose machine is fitted with 
competition tyres. The ordinary motor 
cyclist who has no such tyres hesitates to 
enter competitions because of that fact. 

The Conference adopted the principle 
that the majority of trials should be for 
machines without competition tyres, and 
left the selection to the Ulster and 
Southern Councils of four trials in each 
centre in which competition tyres would 
be permitted.

It was agreed that a competitor baulked 
in an observed section would have the 


right to re-start without penalty from a

‘HE annual meeting of the Northern 

'k Ireland District Council of the Union 

of Post Office Workers was held in 
Belfast to-day. 

Mr, M. J. Miller, who presided, said that 
at tne commencement of a new year they in 
the Post Office were apt to wonder as to what - 
the future held. If they read the si cor- 
rectly, perhaps it could be said with truth 
that the prospect was somewhat brighter tha» 
it had been forsometime. Casting hots minds 
back two or three years they recalled the 
country being told of the financial catastrophe 
awaiting it. Economy became the slogan, and 
throughout the service progress in any direc- 
tion was brought to a standstill by its rigid 
application 

I'hey were now being told that the pendu- 
lum was swinging round to the other side, 
and the outlook becoming brighter. Their 
colleagues had had restored to them one-half 
of the “ cut,’’ and it was extremely probable 
that the remoining half. would be restored 
during the ensuing two or three months. 

At Geneva Great Britain was the only 
nation to oppose the introduction of a shorter 
working week. Lately, however, hopeful 
signs of a changed attitude had .become 
apparent. They learned that the Government 
nad appointed its representative to investi- 
gate the question in consullation with the 
Trades Union Congress. The preliminary 
meeting would take place very shortly and it 
was heped that ultimately progress in this 
most important matter oA be reported. 
it was significant that several of the largest 
employers of lobour in the country had fol. 
jowed the introduction of the shorter working, 
week, and proposed retaining the scheme per- 
manently. 

He was happy to call their attention to 


the increased membership of their union, and 
it was gratifying ‘to find that Northern 


lreland was included among the areas where 
increases had obtained. 


WAGES INCREASE 


They have every reason to be proud of the 
Union of Post Office Workers. It had re- 
mained steadfast throughout the trying period 
just ended. Already two important con- 
cessions had resulted from its efforts. He re- 
ferred to the recent increases of wages and 
the classification of offices question, The, re- 
cent awards, however, did not satisfy the 
claims of the Union. The wage claim of the 
Union still stood as part of Union policy and 
would be pressed until ultimately all ranks 
and grades within the service obtained legiti- 
mate satisfaction. 

In regard to the classification settlement, it 
was a matter of keen regret that offices in 
Northern Ireland failed to obtain anv benefit.: 
As they were aware, Belfast had been made 
a Class 1a office, but that did not provide 
any. benefit for the ordinary rank and file. 
The just claims of several offices in the North 
had been entirely ignored, and steps would 
have to be taken m order to press forward 
again their claim. 

In conclusion, he said it was encouraging to 
see that at long last some attention was to be 
paid to the telegraph service. As a tele- 
graph man, he would say that that was long 
overdue, If, as a result of changes in the 
system, some alleviation of the bad conditions 
of their colleagues in that service resulted, 
then he was sure not only would their col- 
leagues be pleased, but all of them within the 
ranks of the Union. 

Mr. RF. N. M‘Neill, M.P. (Queen’s Univer- 
sity) addressed the meeting on the work of 
the League of Nations’ Union, of which he is 
vice-chairman of the Belfast group.

SHIPPING

AMERICAN EXPERT AND 
LONDON CONFERENCE 

Mr. R. J. Baker, President of the American - 


Steamship Owners’ Association, who was & 
delegate to the preliminary conference on 


the rationalisation of shipping, held in London 


last week, spoke highly of the conference 
when he gave a talk from London last night 
to be broadcast in the United States. 

“The London conference regardless of its 


outcome.” he said, ‘‘ at least indicates that 


force is no longer the law of the sea, and that 
reason has been brought to bear upon a region 
where réason was once unknown. 

‘A draft scheme has been prepared for sub- 
mission to the National Associations of the 
countries represented without, in any way, 
Certain 
alternative suggestions made by some 
countries also will be submitted for considera- 
tion. 

“ Internationally shipping remains to-day 
as it has throughout ihe centuries, a key 
factor in the development of foreign trade, 
and the maintenance of our facilities for 
defence. 

“As a result any attempt at the rationali- 
sation of shipping on an internatiowal basis 
must take into account the hidden factors of 
trade and defence. It is these factors which 
have expanded world tonnage to a level far 
beyond the legitimate needs of the day. It 
is these factors which in the final anaiysis will 
dictate a solution of the problems now under 
discussion.” 

A merchant marine of some proportions was 
necessary ta the welfare of every maritime 
nation. Just what those preportions were 
would constitute the real issue of the inter- 
national conference to be held in London in 
June.

STATISTICS FOR 1932

The statistics for the year 1932 of work 
men’s compensation, compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, Irish Free 
State, have just been issued, 

In 1929 the number of applications for arbi- 
tration before the courts was 549; in 1930, 
536; in 1931, 551, amd in 1952, 550, 

The report states that it would appear that 
in the case of workmen's compensation the 
parties were more inclined to come to an 
agreement among themselves than to submit 
the cases to the court for arbitration. ‘Lhe 


555 cases of arbitration in 1932 included 358 


original claims for compensation, which were 
settled by the court (61, or 17 per cent., in 
favour of respondent, and 297, or 835 per cent., 
in favout of applicant); 9 cases of weekly 


drawn, settled out of court, etc., or cases in 
which the award was for declaration 
liability, termination of weekly payments, 
for suspension, duminution or increase — 
weekly. payments. The 297 original claims 
settled by the courts in favour of apphcant 
consisted of 120 settled by lump sums and 
177 settled by weekly payments.

DINNER OF OLP BOYS’ UNION 


About one hundred and twenty old boys 
of the. High School, Dublin, attended the 
annual dinner of the Old Loys’ Union, which 
was held in the Clockroom of the School on 
Saturday night. <A pleasant feature of the 
dinner was the permission given for all old 
boys te wander through the rooms ol the 
school, whieh were thsewn open for the 
night. | 

ihe proceedings opened with a minutes 
silence being observed for the men of the 
High School who had fallen im the Great 
War. 

Aiter the teasts of “The Ring” and 
“beland,' Mr. F. E. Davies IN i" a 
toast to “The School,” which was, he said, 
a grand old institution, the educative value 
of which had been recognised for - longer 
back than he could remember. ‘The Gid Boys’ 
Union was a comparatively young one com- 
paved. with similar ynions in the city. He 
asked that the members should spread the 
knowledge of it, in order that its member- 
ship should he as large as possible. An old 
boys’ union was a very pleasant thing, more 
especially in later life when it was a means 
of recalling many pleasant incidents. 

Replying to the toast, the Headmaster, Mr. 
John Dennett, M.A. said that 1934 was a 
RR totes year for the school; the numbers 
iad increased very substantially. One of the 
wore difficult hangs in a school was the 
matter of advising the Loys about thei future 
career, It was a very difficult task at the 
moment to fulfil the duty of a scheol by 
getting all its pupils positions at the end of 
their term eof tuitien.

The Free State Minister for Education 
spoke last Saturday to an audience of 


technical teachers concerning the revival 


of the Irish language. 
not of the usual order.

implied a certain disappointment with 
the results which have been achieved by 
Government action; and recognised that 
only one thing can restore the Irish 
language—the growth of a ‘‘crusading”’ 
spirit. Coming from the Minister of 
Education, these suggestions are signi- 
ficant. The fact is, of course, that, while 
the compulsory system of the present Free 
State Government and its predecessors has 
achieved results on paper, it has done 
little or nothing to accomplish the ideal 
of its sponsors, a bilingual, or an Irish- 
speaking, nation. School-children study 
the language because they have no choice, 
but they regard it merely as another 
burdensome addition to their programme 
of home work; they continue the study, 
perhaps, for a little while, because ~yith- 
out a superficial knowledge of Irish they 
cannot obtain public positions. It is not 
by such half-hearted means, however, that 
a language is learned and comes into 
common use. An ounce of enthusiasm is 
worth a ton of compulsion. The majority 
of people whom one hears speaking Irish 
to-day are the middle-aged people who 
Jearned it under the spur of patriotism 
in the early days of Sinn Fein. Whether 
its revival was more necessary or desirable 
then than it is to-day does not matter; 
the fact remains that the people olf 
that time, possessing a sincere conviction 
and ardent desire, really took trouble to 
learn the language. The school-childrex 
of to-day simply do not care, and forget 
their ‘Trish so soon as it has got them 
their jobs. So, we think, it will be as 
long as the Government prefers a policy 
of compulsion to a policy of encourage- 
ment.

Austria seems to have conceived a novel 
method to restore the Habsburgs. Since 
the end of the Great War the members 
of the old ruling house have been living 


in exile, and, with the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy broken up, it appeared likely 
that they would stay in exile. It is true 
that their chance of return in Hungary 
was fairly good ; for the monarchist feeling 
always has been strong there, and in fact 
under the present regency the crown is 
being kept in trust for the Archduke Otto. 
Austria, however, has been virtually 
closed to the Habsburgs. She had changed 
from a kingdom to a republic, and, even 
in the unlikely event of her changing back 
again, the Habsburgs had been banned by 
the ex-Allies. Yet it is possible that a 
Habsburg will come back to Austria, not 
as king, but as President of the Austrian 
Republic. . A conference of the Cabinet 
was held on Saturday, which adopted a

Civil Flying 


We offer good wishes to the new com- 
pany which has acquired Kildonan 
Aerodrome, and trust that it will succeed 
in its effort to provide the Free State with 
an air service. An effort of this kind is 
praiseworthy in a country whose -Govern- 
ment refuses to commercial aviation the 
encouragement and support. which it 
receives in every other civilised land. 
Nearly three years have passed since 
President de Valera came into power— 
three years during which civil aviation has 
made considerable progress in the rest of 
Europe and in America—but his Govern- 
ment pays even attention to the 
question than its predecessor paid in those 
comparatively early days. Mr. Cosgrave's 
Administration, at any rate, made a grant 
of £1,000 to the Irish Aero Club; Mr. de 
Valera’s has given no encouragement either 
to the Irish Aero Club or to any other 
organisation. Annually it passes a token 
vote of £10, in order that there may be 
no technical obstacle to the voting of a 
proper grant for civil aviation if the time 
ever appears ripe, but nothing further 
has been done. It is high time that the 
whole question should be explored. The 
Free State must make up her mind whether 
or not she desires to possess air services ; 
and, if so, she must be prepared to pay for 
them. Virtually other country 
assists its air lines either by subsidy or 
by equivalent forms of encouragement, and 
the Free State hardly can expect to be 
able to disregard their example. A com- 
mittee which was established under Mr. 
Cosgrave’s régime discussed the subject, 
and concluded that a subsidy was neces- 
sary to the establishment of services in the 
Free State. There has been talk more 
recently of the formation of a Civil Air 
Committee to carry the subject a stage 
further, but it has not been formed. We 
have not even such an officer as a 
Director of Civil Aviation ; the problem of 
air services is the smallest of the innumer- 
able interests of the Transport and Marine 
Branch of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce.

At last .night’s conference General 
Vangoin, the Minister of Defence, who 
has long regarded himself as the next 
President, expressed some disappointment 
that the Archduke should be preferred to 
himself. 
of the former Dynasty from the Presi- 
dency, and Arehduke Eugene’s nomina- 
tion would involve yet a fourth alteration 
in the Constitution of 1920. 

The Archduke, who went into exile at 
Basle after the War, is the first of the 
Habsburgs to be allowed to resume resi- 
dence in Austria. He is seventy-one years 
of age, and is a cousin of the Archduke 
Otto, the Pretender to the Austrian 
Throne. 

It is believed here that Austrian official 
circles have taken alarm at the  over- 
whelming victory of Germany in the Saar, 
and are now boosting the Monarchy in 
order to offset the challenge of 
Hitlerism. 


NONSENSE? 


“The man who is responsible for the 
whole of the Habsburg rumours in Austria 
is Herr von Papen,’’ said the Monarchist

The exchange of Reichsmarks for French 
francs in the Saar is to begin at once.

MEMEL NEXT FOR 
GERMANY? 


LITHUANIAN AREA AS 
“SECOND SAAR ”

A vigorous Press campaign gives the 

impression that Memel is to be made a 
‘second Saar '—with the object of its 
reunion with Germany—if Germany can 
manage it. 
- For many months there have been inter- 
mittent German protests about such 
things as the suppression of the spon- 
taneous Nazi movement in Memel. 

During the week-end a marked Press 
campaign has begun again, and foreign 
diplomatic observers, in Berlin suggest 
that this is merely an outward sign of a 
new turn in German foreign policy, espe- 
cially in view of Hitler's statement to a 
French interviewer that “ Germany 's 
future ties in the East.’’ ae | 

The Minister of the Interior, Dr. Frick, 
is quoted as declaring: “ In the plebiscite 
days it is our national duty to remember 
that beyond the frontiers there are still 
many million Germans who are just as 
loval Germans as the Saarlanders are, 
but who, despite the alleged victory of 
the right to self-determination at the end 
of the war, have, without being asked, 
been isolated or placed under foreign 
rule.” 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA ALSO 


Against Czechoslovakia, too, there have 
been some strong Press comments in the 
past few days 

e Boersen Zeitung, for 
declares that 20,000 Germans in the dis. 
tricts bordering on Germany have com. 
mitted suicide, and suggests that the 
Czechs have “ unscrupulously’’ dis 
criminated against the Germans in the 
distribution of employment. 

With this increasingly strong feeling 
apparently existing now on the question 
of German minorities, it is not surprising 
that Germany has shown herself reserved 
on the proposals for an Eastern 
‘* Locarno.”’ 

It seems virtually certain that no such 
pact will be signed without the granting 
of Germany's ‘equality ” claim, and, 
perhaps, also a “ guarantee ” by England 
being demanded. 

One Wilhelmstrasse commentator frankly 
declared: “Britain has guaranteed 
Locarno.

945 square miles on the northern border 
of East Prussia. 
_Memel has a population of 150,000, a 
large proportion of whom are of German 
stock. Germany lost her sovereignty over

mission until 1923. when the Lithuanians 
took possession of it.

[SE Nawab of Rampur has resigned his 

membership of the Chamber of 
Princes. Interviewed by Reuter to-day, 
he affirmed that he stood by the resolu- 
tions of the Chamber on the Constitutional 
issue. . 

He expressed appreciation of the fact 
that. “due primarily to the constructive 
sympathy of Sir Samuel Heare and Lord 
Willingdon, many of the safeguards 
pressed for hy the Princes had been in- 
corporated in the Joint Select Committee's 
Report 7 

He trusted that, by approaching His 
Majesty’s Government through Lord Wil- 
0b and not through evasive and 
ubious tactics, the Indian Princes could 
obtain a few further modifications in order 
fa enable the best of British India and 
the best of the Indian States to co- 
operate towards an ordered progress in 
India. 

The Nawab, while desirous of muking 
the Chamber representative alike of the so- 
called big and smal] States, as intended 
hy the Constitution, strongly disapproved 
of any attempt to dictate proposals for 
the re-organisation of the Chamber against 
the wishes of the majority. 

His Highness still hoped that wiser 
counsels would prevail, and that any pro- 
posals likely to lead to a further split 
among the Princes would be negatived, 
and that a solution of impending delicate 
yuestions would be sought on lines accept- 
able to the majority of the Princes, big 
and sall.

ARCHDEACON MCCORMICK 


The death took place on Friday last, at 
Ardcotton Glebe, Collooney, County Sligo, of 
the Venerable George FitzHerbert McCormick, 
Archdeacon of Killala and Achonry. Arch- 
deacon McCormick was a graduate of Dublin 
University, where he obtained his B.A. degree 
in 1896 and his M.A. in 1899. In 1896 he 
was a deacon, and in the following year he 
was ordained at Tuam, where he was made 
a curate of St. Mary's Cathedral. Between 
1904 and 1915 he was Canon of Ballysodare 
in Achonry Cathedral, and from 1899 to 1919 
he was Incumbent of Ballysodare. In 1927 
he was appointed Examining Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Tuam, which position he filled for 
two years. Up to the time of his death from 
1924 he was Incumbent of Ballysodare Union 
ix the Diocese of Achonry. He was Rural!

The English language is | 
almost universally used, and is contesting 
the ground with Irish, even in the remete 
Gaeltacht districts. The position is, there- 
fore, seriogs. J think it is so serious that 
it is our hounden duty here and now to do 
everything in our power to extend the use 
of Irish in every sphere—in the trades, in 
business, in the professions, in the Press, 
pm the radio—and without any further 
elay. 

“The position is still more serious from 
another pen of view. The foundations elf 
our building have been laid, but the walls 
have still te go up. Unless there is some 
corresponding development in the use oí 
Irish outside the schools it is clear that much 
of the toil of the past ten years will have 
been in vain, As-it is, there is a vast and 
saddening wastage. It is of great value that 
no public position can be secured by a 
person ignorant ‘of Irish. I do not think 
this barrier alone will, however, stop the 
wastage. ‘In my opinion, the only way in 
which it ean be stopped effectively, short of 
reversing the present. policy altogether, is 
to ensure that Irish, as the national 
language, is accorded its proper place in 
this country. The present waste of the work 
of the schools will continue in large measure 
until parent@ and grown-ups of all classes 
can be got to take a more active interést in 
the language, Not the least obstacle in our 
Way has been the indifference of parents.” 


CIVIC IDEALS 


Cha cere; cá prefaced these remarks by a 
reference to > teaching and practice of the 
principles of -citizenship, obsérving that. the 
bha could á much te cultivate civic 
ideals amcng.the young people. By. inculcat- 
ng habits of chedienes, "call ceased, and 
orderliness, they were laying the foundations 
for a high standard of citizenship.

He held definitely to the policy 
of reviving Irish as a spoken language in 
their time. He held, further, that it was the 
duty of the Government to utilise every 


Irish citizens to do the same. 


TEACHING THROUGH IRISH 


Alderman Breathnach, T.D., who presided. 
said that that was the first meeting of its 
kind that they had had in Dublin since the
